I have two branded Wellers, a 100-watt 'single-speed' job with a shattered 
case that I epoxied about 20 years agox - I figure it's at least 50 years 
old, since it was already used when my father had it; and a 70's 
'two-speed' v. of (I think) 100/150 watts, plus a similar, bigger, Sears 
model made by Weller. I do have to loosen and re-set the tip nuts a couple 
times a year, and one oddity about the smaller one, which is the obsolete 
two-lamp v., is that the 222's work loose as the gun cools down after a 
session, and if I don't re-tighten them, they're not only dim, but the gun 
won't heat well. Odd. The bigger, more-modern ones are single-bulb jobs, 
and doesn't have this peccadillo.

Luc: What you have described seems to be the predecessor to the ARINC 
(Aeronautical Radio, Inc) system that has been in place since the early 
1950's on VHF AM. ARINC was/is owned by all the major airlines and was a 
ground repeater system for nationwide radio coverage for all commercial 
aircraft. Each site has a VHF receiver on 130.4 mHz and a transmitter 
tuned to 130.4 mHz (plus or minus a few kHz as they extend sequentially 
across the country. All equipment was housed in huts on hilltops, with 
usually a 17 metre pole to hold antennas 


The dispatcher, whether in San Francisco, Chicago or NYC, would hear a 
plane and answer by keying up all the transmitters. The transmitter 
nearest the aircraft would be heard the loudest, and the others would just 
be faint heterodynes displaced in frequency. 


I supplied contract maintenance for ARINC from 1965 until they developed 
their own system of "flying out" a tech and "replacing black boxes" in the 
mid 1980's, and no longer used local contractors. I covered CAK and CLE 
airports for them (Canton/Akron & Cleveland, OH) 


What you have would be an artifact from the HF AM original system, it 
appears. Wonder what frequency channels were used?
